Nationalizing 
Of U.K. Coal

The Right Honourable Thomas 
Johnston in the course of his ad- 
dress yesterday referred to the 
British coal industry.. 

Discussing this controversial 
matter Mr. Johnston pointed to the 
findings 'of the commission under 
Sir Charles Reid in 1944. This com- 
mission unanimously reported in 
favour of unification of the coal in- 
dustry. The obsolescence of approx- 
imately one third of the industry 
and inefficiencies resulting from 
such practices as one mine pump- 
ing water Into neighboring mines 
were the main reasons for their 
conclusion. 

The Labour Government decided 
against a private cartel in favour 
of a National Coal Board scheme. 
The mines were bought and the 
NBC organized. Over two thirds 
of the mines are highly mechaniz- 
ed — some are the most modern 
in the world — but In some the 
conveyor system is still inadequate, 
or require refitting in some other 
way. This equipment must he pur- 
chased abroad, and to pay for 
these things the British must sell 
many of the things they would like 
to consume themselves. This means 
rationing of food, clothing, and the 
niceties of life.

Central Canadian Universities 
Hold Three Day Conference, 
Discuss NFCUS Activities 



RL Honourable Thomas Johnston 
Speaks on Britain'sPlace in World

Yesterday at 11 a.m.. in Mo.v.«e 
Hall, the Right Honourable Thomas 
Johnston spoke on "Britain's Place 
in the World". Mr. Johnston was 
introduced by Principal James, 
who toRl of his twenty years as a 
Member of Parliament and des- 
cribed him as "one of the most out- 
standing Secretaries of State for 
Scotland in many years". 

Mr. Johnston began by explain- 
ing that he is no longer a member 
of Parliament or of the Govern- 
ment, but . only an unofficial am- 
bassador for Scotland. He still has, 
however, a ringside scat on affairs 
and his experiences in administra- 
tion in Scotland. 

War Costly 

Mr. Johnston recounted the 
growth of repression in Germany, 
and how, when Poland was attack- 
ed, Britain called on . every free- 
dom-loving nation to take up arms. 
Every: British: Dominion freely en- 
tered the struggle, he said, and 
everything we had was poured into 
the fight. A heavy price was paid 
in both men and fortune, but in 
the end liberty won and the pos- 
sibilities of democracy survived. 

The cost of the war was one- 
third of the national wealth. War 
damage amounted to |6 billion, ob- 
solescence came to |3V& billion, 
shipping lost by enemy action was 
valued at $3 billion, overseas in- 
ycstmenls that were liquidated to 
provide funds were $4% billion, 
and $11V& billion was borrowed 
from abroad. This makes a, loss of 
$30 billion, and a national debt of 
26 billion pounds. 

PoUtios 

Unfortunately, at the end of the 
war, a large part of the country 
wont back to partisan political 
strife. Mr. .Johnston expressed his 
own opinion that a coalition gov- 
ernment should have continued in 
the interests of national unity. An 
election was held in which, the Con* 



serval ivcs were defeated, and La- 
bour formed a government com- 
mitted to a certain kind of recon- 
struction. 

Since landing in New York, Mr. 
Johnston hat been surprised to find 
a large amount of misunderstanding 
concerning British efforts. He de- 
nied the report of John Don Passos, 
in Life Magazine, that in Britain 
today a man is not responsible for 
caring for his children, and that the 
state will care for them. A Briton, 
he said, would be compelled by low 
to care for his children should he 
attempt to desert them. Tbis type 
of propaganda does little good for 
amicable relationships, he observed. 
British Production 
Total British production is now 
20 per cent higher than before the 
war. Steel stands at 127 per cent, 
.shipping is now at 238 per cent, gas 
L<> 161 per cent, and electricity has 
the most gain' with 330 per cent. 
Only coal is down, and this can be 
explained by the inability to .pro- 
cure equipment quickly enough, 
and by the shortage of 70.000 in the 
labour rank.^. Strikes have been a 
comparatively negligible factor- 
In 1946 the time lost in coal 
strikes was less than H of 1 per 
cent. The completion in five years 
of the plan of the North of Scot- 
land Hydro-electric Board, of 
which Mr. Johnston Is Chairman, 
is expected to add one seventh to 
the total volume of power pro- 
duced by stéàin plants,nil8 'should 
restore the power position of Brit- 
ain. I 
NEW CmZENSIIIP ' 
"Britain is working under great 
handicap to restore its economy, to 
re-equip itself, and to restore it^ 
seir, he said. 

Citizenship must be' taught in 
schools in order to develop social 
democracy. It is unimportant what 
must be scrapped as long as young

Winnipeg Site 
Of National 
Conference 

Tilt; National cunfcrcnce oi 
the National Federation of Can- 
adian University students will 
l)c held tliia year in Winnipeg, 
Dec. 28, 29 and 30, it was an- 
notinced yesterday followinK a 
meeting of the body's executive. 

The executive committee meeting 
held on Friday and Saturday last 
in Queen's University at Kingston, 
Ontario decided to hold the nation- 
al conference, with the lively west- 
erners of Manitoba as hosts. 

The committee also put forth the 
suggestion that it may be possible 
to have news coverage by the 
magazine, "New World," one of 
Canada's biggest pictorial publi- 
cations. 

Also they secured the promise 
of the National Film Board to pro- 
duce a dociunentary on university 
students in 1948. Seventeen Can- 
adian universities will be covered 
in this nation-wide film service. 

The national president, Maurice 
Sauve, reported on the possibility 
of exchange scholarships with Am- 
erican students— between now and 
the next national conference work 
will be done on this mailer by 
a Miss MacCormaek of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto|. The National 
Students Association, .- the Ameri- 
can equivalent of NFCUS, has 
already' decided that the inter- 
chanre of student? is feasible and 
necessary to intcr-Amerieart re- 
lationships. 

Sehelarships ' 
Further progress has been made 

' in the field of NFCUS fcholarships 
for students at Canadian iiniver- 
sitier. The orRanization plan.t to 
expend a total of one hundred 
thousand dollars in scholarships 
and bursaries to be secured from 
prominent Canadian industries and 
service clubs. 

It was decided to approach the 
Federal Department of Labour to 
grant exemptions from Unemploy- 
ment Insurance deductions for sum- 
mer employment of students en- 
rolled in universities. '

Sixteen delegates from''geven 
central Canadian Universities 
gatliercd about the conference 
tables in Kingston Hall, Queen's 
University last week-end to dis- 
cuss p.tst, and future activities 
nf till! Nnlioiia! Kcdcr.ntion of 
Canadian University Stiidcnls. 

Present at the three-day regional 
conference were: Marcel Joyal, 
president of the McGill committee, 
Ed Ballon, president of the McGill 
Student Executive Council, as well 
as representatives from Bishop's 
College, Macdonald College, Mc- 
Master University, Queen's Univer- 
sily, University of Western On- 
tario, and University of Toronto. 

The conference was highlighted 
by speeches delivered by Dr. W. A. 
Mackintosh, vice • principal of 
Queen's University, and Bob Ar- 
nott, vice-president of the English 
speaking Central Region. 

Reporting on past activity, Mau« 
rice Sauve, national president of 
the NFCUS, informed the delegates 
that a reduction of one-third on the 
cost of athletic equipment had been 
secured from a prominent sporting 
goods company. 

Negotiations with other com- 
panies for similar reductions are 
now under way, he reported. 

The delegates discussed proposals 
for the increase of scholarships to 
university students, and the con- 
ference resolved to ask that Pro. 
vincial authorities investigate the 
'possibilities of setting up vocational 
guidance facilities in high schools. 

Delegates also heard a report on 
the International Union of Students, 
a world organization of .itudents, 
from observers at the World Stud- 
ent Congress at Prague last siun» 
mer. Although no decision was 
taken at the conference, delegates 
considered the possibility of par. 
liclpating In the I.U.S. for an ex- 
perimental period of two years. 

Other topics discussed by the 
representatives were the possibill- 
ties of a Dominion-wide Intercolle- 
giate Athletic Union, which may 
receive the support of the organiza- 
tion for college presidents; poss- 
ibilities of a .-student loan plan; in- 
ternational exchange scholarships; 
Inter-Varsity Drama Festival; and 
Radio Broadcasts,

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NFCUS MEANS BUSINESS 



The National Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity Student*, Canada's only country-wide 
Eludent organization, appears to have reached 
solid ground ak last. 

It may, perhaps, be loo early to Icll what 
effect NFCUS will have upon student affairs 
during the coming term, but the indications arc 
that it has recovered from the rcorganizational 
struggles of the years immediately following the 
war. 

In line witii llic renewed vipnr of tlic aludent 
organization, McGill tnny wril he proud of the 
contributions whidi the local commillcc made 
last year. The cncrjiy and initial ivr of the com- 
' niitlcc members to a large extent, has made 
possible not merely the survival, but the con- 
tinuation of NFCUS activities. 

The regional conference held in Kingston 
last week-end has dcmonitrated (n tlic world 
at large that this year, the XFCL'S means 
business. 

In the field of national student problems, 
for example the delegates outlined a compre- 
hensive program for increased scholarships; and 
Ihey plan to call upon provincial aulliorilics 
to investigate the possibility of setting tip voca- 
tional guidance facilities at high schools; 

Ari.'inc nut nf the many nepolinlinn? whirli 
the NFCUS has carried out since tiic last Cliiist- 
mas national conference, there appears to be 



promises of many bcnefita and significant 
activity. 

In the athletic field, the NFCUS has man- 
aged to obtain a reduction of one-third on the 
cost of athletic equipment from a certain large 
sports manufacturer; other companies arc 
presently being contacted with a view to secur- 
ing similar reductions. 

Delegates to the conference also heard a 
report on the International Union of Students 
delivered by a student who had been an observer 
at the World Student Congress at Prague last 
year. The observer sugpcsted that the NFCUS 
participate in the I.U.S. for an experimental 
period of two years. 

Another point worthy of mention . is the 
proposed Dominion-wide Intercollegiate Athlet- 
ics Union. There appears to be strong possibil- 
ities for the organization of such a body, and 
active co-operation may be forthcoming from 
the organization of university presidents. 

There arc many ntlicr activities of the 
NFCUS worthy of consideration, but loo num- 
erous to mention here. NFCUS has, in effect, 
taken upon its shoulders the administration of 
a tremendous job. It is to be hoped that each 
tiniversily committee of the NTCUS receives 
the utmost co-operation from their respective 
student bodies in this task. The aims arc worthy 
of effort and achievement.— A.T. 



THE CO-ED'S LEADER 



MrGili, as a co-educatinnal institution, has 
seen, over the past few years, an increase in the 
enrolment of women students; today, this in- : 
crease has resulted in what is probably -the 
largest group of co-eds ever to attend the urn-"" 
versily. 

And coincident with this increase in attend- 
ance, the women students have extended "the 
scope of their activities and their importance 
to campus life. They are fbund to be playing 
energetic roles in almost all phases of extra- 
curricular activity. 

For these reasons, the forthcoming election 
for a president of the Women's Union— which, 
in a .sense, is the co-ed's counterpart of I he inenV 
Union— presents an important event to caeh and 
ever}' woman student. 

The president of the Women's Union is, in 
effect, the head of the student government for 
women. She must be capable of conducting 
liaison bclu-rcn the women sliidenis and the 
university officials. In .ndditinn, i^hc nnist be 
fully aware of the activities of the clubs and 
societies which function under the judisdiction 
of the AAVinirii'-- Tninn. 



But her tasks are not complete at this point. 
The importance of her post becomes more 
obvious when it is realized that the head of the 
.women's Union, by virtue of her position, also 
serves on the .'^ludrnts' lAccutive Council, the 
governing body for all students. - ■ 

In this latter position, she is e.vpccled to cast 
a vote on issues which will effect student activi- 
ties at large. • Her S.E.C. post also includes 
membership on the Dates -Cominittee and the 
Constitution Committee of the Council. 

This is an overall view of her definitive 
duties. On a less formal plane, the woman 
chosen must have the personal altributes of 
administrative ability nnd leadership. 

Women students may well boar these things 
in mind when Ihey .offer their nominations for 
the important post which will he contested on 
Oi lober 30, It would hardly be fitting for the 
Women's Union to offer the leadership post to 
one of its students by acclamation; it has been 
obvious for some time that there arc many 
co-cds at McGill with both the ability and the 
initiative necessary to fulfill such a post. Which 
one of-thcse is elected we leave to the women 
student^ of ^I(:Gill.— A.T.-i||j|||i^' .

"Winterset"

The Montreal Drama Guild's 
production of "Winterset" opened 
last evening for a three night run 
at Victoria Hall. Difficulties in 

presentation arc Inevitable in this 
play, which is Maxwell Anderson's 
attempt to present a materialistic 
age in poetic terms. The obstacles 
to tlie creation of character im- 
posed by free verse dialogue were 
overcome most of the time by the 
Drama Guild players. 

Thomas McBrlde's Judge Gaunt 
stood out as the evening's most 
convincing performance. Though it 
made one conscious of "Winterset's" 
Shakespearian tinges, his portrayal 
of the doubt-crazed judge was. 
moving and intelligciU. .Matching 
his performance was Douglas Peter- 
son's menacing characterization of 
the gangster Trock. 

Arthur Garmaise and Sondra 
Gibson were appealing as the two 
young lovers, Mio and Miriamnc. 
Though they seemed to lack the 
experience of the otiicr members 
of the cast, Mr. Garmaise rose most 
of the time to the considerable 
dramatic intensity demanded by 
his role. Miss Gibson fulfilling the 
requirements of her smaller role. 
Charles Lewis, in the role of the 
■aged Rabbi Esdras, gave an ap- 
propriately emotional, but some 
what over-musical performance. 

Minor characters were portrayed 
by Peter GoIIck. Sol Lemer, Fred 
Devlin, Sol Cohen and Sol Cohen. 

After a slow first act, in which 
the large crowd scene was less than 
adequately handled, the play picked 
up tempo which was maintained 
until the fintd curtain. The actors 
seemed sensitive to the varying 
tempos and moods of the play, 
though they were sometimes a bit 
self-conscious about some of the 
surprising lines put into their 
mouths. 

The setting by Hans Bercnds pro- 
vided an excellent atmosphere for 
the tragedy. Mr. Berends seems to 
place his faith in painted shadows 
rather than solid construction.

Plato's philosophy of morals de- 
pends on his concept of man as a 
being with a capacity to make 
Judgments between good and evil, 
and not merely a capacity but a 
very urgent desife or "passion" to 
choose the right. At birth, this 
passion or capacity is completely 
primitive -and the process of edu- 
cation revolves around the nurture 
of this part of human nature. With 
the development of self-conscious- 
ness the child Is to be taught by 
means of the emotional element In 
his nature to appreciate actions, 
words, people, thoughts which arc 
"good", and to dislike those which 
arc "Tjad". With the further ma- 
turing of the individual, reason is 
supposed to replace emotion as the 
ethical faculty, and the student 
learns to understand the meaning 
of good and bad and to recognize 
the embodiment of these qualities 
in concrete situations. 

It should be perfectly clear, then, 
that the child's ethical sense de- 
pends very substantially on his en- 
vironmental influences (and this is, 
of course, borne out by the modern 
science of psychology). Whatever 
the ■ environment as a whole im- 
presses on him to be evil, he will 
accept as such, and will recognize 
i|^at to be good which seems so 
to most of his friends and neigh- 
bours (i.e., his "guardians"). 

Thus there seems to develop, 
even for those who accept the very 
widely doubted idea that there is 
stich a thing as goodness, a practi- 
cal difficulty in Plato's ethics, 
namely the obtaining of a suitable 
environment (i.e. educator). In 
'"Die Republic", which should not 
of course) be taken as an example 
of Utopian writing, but should be 
considered, at least in part, rather 
as a careful examination of human 
nature and the concept of justice, 
Plato's contention Is that the im- 
portant role of educator should be 
played by the most influential, 
learned, and cultured people in the 
state. But even in Plato's day this 
was nowhere near to being realis- 
tic, for education was, for the few 
who could afford it, a purpose for 
which one employed a SoiAIst or 
other mercenary teacher. Plato, In 
setting Up his Academy, envisaged 
the training of men for public life 
who would in turn become respon- 
sible for education. But, as it turn- 
ed out, even the Academy 'could 
not realize the hopes of Plato and 
his followers. ' 

Then, as today, education was 
considered secondary to the mani- 
pulation of power and authority. 
Then, as today, the educators had 
little real influence in the direcUon 
of human affairs. They were, and 
arc. largely dependent for authority 
rather on financial support than on 
the bold unvarnished truth, for 
which Plato and others died. Plato 
taught that learning was a process 
of struggle. His allegory of the 
cave, with its emphasis on the 
rough climb upward to the light, 
is an example of this teaching. He 
taught the dialectical method, the 
clash of ideas, resulting in the syn-

thesis- Yet today, nupposcdly in the 
tradition of the ancient Academy, 
the university seems to discourage 
rather than foster the dialectical 
struggle for truth. 

In this newspaper, for example, 
it will be found that the greateet 
number of words written arc on 
subjects which certainly do not 
make for mental struggle — even as- 
suming it possible for mental 
struggle to take place without In- 
volving the whole nature, emo- 
tional, cpiritual. and physical- 
while this omission is seconded by 
the Increasingly dominant empha- 
.sls in university courses, on the 
mere obtaining of grades or marks. 

Now this may seem far from' the 
subject of ethics, but what can be 
more important for the "good life" 
than a good education? What more 
realistic aim of a university educa-

Los Angeles, Calif, — California 
Institute ot Technology's 200-inch 
telescope mirror has been complet- 
ed, requiring ll>i years ot polish 
Ing at Pasadena. 

One month hence the IS-ton piece 
of concave glass will be trucked 
130 miles to Palomar Mountain Ob 
servatory, its permanent home. 

Next summer, according to Dr. 
Max Mason, observatory council 
chairman, the telescope will be aS' 
semblcd. tested, and ready to start 
its probing of astronomical myS' 
tcries still on astronomy's top sc- 
crcf list. 

Palomar and Mt. Wilson, with its 
100-inch telescope, will be operat- 
ed Jointly thereafter by Caltech and 
the Carnegie Institutions, Washing- 
ton. 

Dr. Mason announced conclusion 
of "man's most daring optical job' 
after a series ot tests proved that 
the mirror's parabolic surface was 
accurate to within two-mllllonths 
of an Inch. He said that work with 
the. 100-Inch apparatus atop Mt 
Wilson had indicated need for such 
perfection, which brings the new 
mirror to within one-tenth ot 
lightwave. 

Thus, a Caltech statement said, 
on optimum viewing nights the 
telescope's perfection "will pay off 
In results." Earlier releases from 
Caltech, have hinted that a major 
project at Palomar will be e:(plor 
inc far beyond the astronomical 
limits vouchsafed by today's tele 
scopes, in an effort to learn wheth

Those in a four year course may 
only apply in their first and second 
year at University, while students 
takinc a three year course must 
commence trainins in their first 
yrar. 

There is hoAe\er. .>inme flexibility 
fnr student.'; who plan post-sraduatc 
work immediately followinc com- 
pletion of their present course and 
they may be accepted in their 
penultimate or final University 
year. 

As there Is a relationship • be- 
tween the work of some corps and 
certain University faculties it is the 
desire to obtain students who arc 
takinc the appropriate University 
courses to fill tlie vacancies. This 
is reflected in the following table: 

Ilnyal Canadian Kngineers — 
students of engineering preferably 
civil or mining.

.Mechanical Engineers— students of 
engineering, preferably electrical 
or mechanical, and certain science 

tturicnts. 

Knyal Canadian Army Service 
Cnr|>s— any faculty but preference 
to students of commerce, agricul- 
ture and engineering. 

Royal Canadian Ordnanee Corps 
—any faculty but preference to 
arts and commerce. 

Royal Canadian Armoured Corps 
— any faculty. 

Royal Canadian Artillery — any 
faculty. 

Royal Canadian Infantry Corps— 
any faculty. 

Students wishing tn be cnm- 
missioned in the Pay, Provost or 
Intelligence Corps, may be follow- 
ing any course. They must however 
train initially with another corps. 

There are also provisions cover- 
ing ex-officers of the services who 
are attending University. These are 
rather detailed but in general ex- 
efficers of R.C.A. and R-C.A.F. are 
Acceptable providing they resign 
their commissions and are released 
by their previous .service. K.x-army 
officers are acceptable on reversion 
to the rank of Second Lieutenant 
and may train in a corps other than 
that in which they arc now quali- 
fied, prefer.->bly it should be a 
corps allied to their University 
faculty. For example, an ex-lntan- 
try Officer, now a student of engin- 
eering, would be acceptable to the 
Royal Canadian Engineers.
